George  Thompson,  M.  P.— We  sen  by 
a  notice  in  the  Argus  and  Advertiser,  that  this 
notorious  personage  is  coming  to  Portland  the 
present  week  to  lecture.  We  had  hoped  that 
this  member  of  the  British  Parliament  and  jmis- 
sary  of  the  foreign  abolitionists,  sent  here  to  get 
up  agitation  and  excitement  on  Hie  question  of 
domestic  slavery,  to  array  different  sections  of 
I  he  country  against  each  other  and  promote  a 
dissolution  of  the  Union,  would  keep  away  from 
this  State  and  not  come  here  to  scatter  abolition 
fire-brands  and  preach  political  incendiarism. 
When  he  was  in  this  country  on  a  similar  mis- 
sion in  1836,  he  declared  at  Andovor  that  "tki 
slaveholders  ought  to  have  their  throats  cut,' 
amTat  that  time,  as  now,  he  was  hissed  and 
hooted  in  Fanueil  Hall  and  not  allowed  to  speak 
there  on  account  of  his  mission,  his  impertinent 
interference  with  our  affairs,  and  vije^  abuse  of 
this  country.  His  associates  and  coraborers liere 
are  Garrison,  IJouglass,  Abby  Kelly,  etc.,  per- 
sons who  hold  that  the  American  Constitulion  is 
*' a  covenant  with  death  and  an  agreement 
with  helf,"  and  who  are  deadly  foes  of  ihe 
Union.  Such  is  the  person  who  is  annouijced  as 
coming  here,  to  enlighten  and  instruct  our  citi 
z  ;ns  in  regard  to  their  moral  and  political  duties. 
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
